Not So Easily Djvisible. 

Aside fromthe opposition. which 
every change or new movement inev- 
itably meets, there are few valid ob- 
jections to this new calendar. The 
most important is that with an uneven 
number of months, the year cannot be 
so conveniently divided into’ quar‘ters 
or halves. : 

Many business corporations pay in-

Same interest Every Month. 

A dollar would yield the same 
amount of interest in every month, and 
not 28, 29, 30, or 31 days interest, ac- 
cording to the month in which it is 
deposited. In the same way, the com- 
pilation and use of statistics of all 
sérts would be greatly simplified. To- 
day, if a manufacturer wants to com- 
pare his production during the first 
quarter with that of the second, he has 
to take into account the fact that Fer 
ruary has only twenty-eight days, and 
make allowances for that. In the same 
way, @ month may contaim four Sun- 
days one year and five the following 
year. To compare these two months, 
allowance must be made for the fact 
that the first month contains one more 
working day than did the second. Un- 
der the new' calendar each month will 
contain not only an equal number of 
days, but also four Sundays, no more 
and no less. 

Another point that many people may 
consider an advantage is that they 
would not be deluged at the first of each

He was born where the soul feeds on minute glories, or starves 
—cobwebs strung with dew; cloud shadows racing across plains of 
corn; frost crystals ; small, cherished flowers and the landscapes 


| painted at sunset for the eye that can see. Ira Sampson could see. 


He was gifted at birth with seeing what most men have 1 need of 
seeing and no desire to see~ He spun his dreams out of the homely 
realities of the barnyard, sitting hunched on a fence, staring off. 

He did not require flamboyant hills, palaces, gardens, since they 
were all in his head. But foolishly he went in searck of them, and 
at twenty was in Kansas City, learning how to play the fiddle. 

... He played it well. From the beginning, when he was struggling 
with technical difficulties, with the devilish confusion of little black | , 
notes, there was something fascinating in the sounds he drew with 
his bow, a lilt, a song, like a sweet, feminine voice, humming. 

I would rather not hear 
that voice against a background of kettledrums and saxaphones— 
like a meadow lark in a jungle! And when I have told you what I 
know, you will probably smashfevery one of your De] Mar records.

He held’ 
himself back and smiled to himself. He loved the big, bare theater 
with its pecling walls the color of terra cotta and its double row of 
boxes in the grand manner.

ONDON changes less than those rosy old gentlemen who rifled

But perhaps the chief opportunity for the two 
piece knitted suit is afforded by this season's em- 
phasis on the coat tunic. This is usually cut with a 
V_ neck and the garment is brought over to the side 
for a surplice closing. As a rule it ties on the hip, 
but occasionallyone finds a belt or sash encircling 


the waist. 


It is easy to see what a'good time the designer 
may have with this coat tunic. For example, our 
second model might pursue the V neck and side 
closing policy, in the same braided effect seen. Or if 


“one wished something more arresting one might 


develop the coat in some brilliant jacquard pattern. 
All sorts of woven designs are encountered in the 
knitted material, but among the most stunning are 
those which sponsor a combination of black and 
white. 

Doubtless this last statement will not cause any 
start of surprise among even the most sensitive tem- 
peraments. That black and white should rule the 
waves is indeed quite to be expected in a season 
when the same alliance of tones is so imperialistic 
on land. Nevertheless; the truth cannot be repeated 
too often. Black and white is the favorite combina- 
tion for the bathing costume. This fact was evi- 
dencéed all winter long at Palm Beach, and our 
northern resorts will do nothing to upset ithe va- 
lidity of the theory that there is nothing else quite 
so. smart for a,dip.in the surf. 

We show this decree dominating the center 
model, Here a heavy crepe de chine ‘black and 
white flowered design sustaihed by the cap of 
matching. fabric completes skirt and knickers of 
plain black.. Naturally one may achieve the pat-

terned fabric in brilliant tints, but if one does so the 
tide of fashion will be more or less against one. 

There is, aside from its. tonal value, another 
noteworthy feature of this costume. . This is cen- 
tered in the fact that the blouse, althotigh shirred 
on to the skirt, has the appearance of being a sepa- 
rate overblouse. The season is just full of such ef- 
feces. Among them is one to be especially noted. 
All winter, the little black suit which echced the 
bromidic garconne type was chosen by the younger. 
set in the south. One simply did a middy blouse, 
anchored it to a short skirt, and then to the rounded 
neckline afhxed the characteristic Peter Pan collar. 
Often short sleeves with a turn back cuff or white 
carried out the final sentiment of the garconne 
blouse. 

“By making a few changes in this central model 
it would be quate possible to achieve the more boy- 
ish result, Make the simulated overblouse of black 
instead ‘ef figured material; bring up the neckline 
to the base of the throat; add to this latter a turn- 
down collar of white pique, and introduce short 
sleeves with white cuffs. Nothing could be simpler 
than this process—except the result. 


To relate a touch of white to your black cose 
tume—this is accomplished in various ways. One 
of the most constant experiments consists of ap 
pliques and bindings. More spectacular, however, 
is the device adopted in the fourth model. For if 
this case*t® creator has poured oilcloth on thé 
troubled waters. Of white oilcloth, in fact, is mad¢ 
the narrow-panel down the front of this black satin 
costume. Strips of the same white embellish the 
two big pocRets, and both these and the front panel 
are further decorated by a lacing of black silk cord. 

As & matter of fact, investigations in oil cloth 
reveal even bolder dealings. On one costume of 
black satin which 1 saw the other day, for example 
# monogram in the same shiny white stuff was 
placed at one side of the tunic, On still another a 
design in anemones was appliqued with black stitch 
to the border of the skirt. 7 

Even before checks were made out so’ come 
stantly in regular clothes bathing costumes had 
formed the habit. Perhaps this year the belief id 
the smartness of this pattern has intensified. Af 
all events, we see many tunics in checked fabrics 
contrasting with plain knickers, and many othet 
tunics which introduce a hint of the tartan in trim 
ming effect. 

Typical of this latter mood is the costume’at 
the right. Of black taffeta, this is set off with @ 
deep border of black and white checked taffeta re 
peated in the turnover fold of the standing collar 
and in similar folds on the short sleeves. The high 
collar of this suit is not without significance. Bote 
it and long sleeves are frequently encountered in to- 
day’s bathing costume. 

The bathing suit of wash material is not with- 
out its adherents. Many women Continue to choose 
smart little suits of checked gingham, and an oc- 
casional woman picks out for herself a cretonne 
model. The latter fabric may be developed effect- 


ively in the coat tunic form of which I have spoken. 
Here the upper garment is constructed of the pat 
terned fabric, while the knickers are made of the 
plain color. 
For years a strong land breeze has blown upon 
our surf toilettes. It has carried to them every 
whisper of the latest modes. Today this breeze has 
not died down. We still see some costumes with thé 
most sophisticated reminders of regular frocks.

Candied Sour Cherries. 


Probably two cookings, of 
utes each, would produce pe gad 
sults in the following old recipe than 
the one cooking; but when only a bit 
of something is desirable as an ap- 
petizing nibble, the following. method 
makes a good confection: Wash and 
stone sour cherries, saving all the juice. 
Weigh cherries, and allow one pound 
of brown sugar to three pounds of the 
fruit.

Other Recipes for Candying Cherries. 

When cherries are preserved or 
canned in a thin sirup, it is easy to 
drain them from the sirup, cook it 
down, add more sugar if necessary, 
cook the cherries a few minutes in it, 
and then dry in usual way, Long proc- 
esses, which must be continued for 
from three days to a week with the 
cooking of the sirup until it is thick, 
may give a puffed and natural looking 


cherry, but it will have. little of the 
fresh flavor. . 

Recooking sirups ovefcooks them 
and takes the life out of them, and 
they in turn take the flavor out of a 
fruit or add their own dead. flavor. 
There are almost seventy recipes for 
cooking and preserving cherries in the 
book, “ Fruit Recipes,” and there are 
other recipes in all thé books on can- 
ning and preserving and in the can- 
ning bulletins aleo. The fruit book 
tells of several ways of candying the 
fruit. 


Preserving Cherries. 


One of the simple old recipes for pre- 
serving cherries either with or with- 
out the stones—with the stones they 
are supposed to have a richer flavor— 
allows only a third of a pound of sugar 
to a pound of cherries. A cup of water 
ig allowed to three pounds of sugar, 
making a thick sirup when the sugar 
is dissolved, the whole boiled, and the 
cherries cooked in this for only three 


minutes, then sealed in sterile jars. 
They will really be at a cooking tem- 


perature for time after, because a 
sirup is conatderably above boiling 
Hage and holds These will: have 


a cherry flavor which is really what 
we desire, not one mixed with lemon 
juice and flavored with sugar almost 
caramelized from long cooking. 

A French recipe says that “the 
cherry is one of the fruits which makes 
the best preserves and one whose fia- 
vor is least altered. ... A cherry of 
inferior quality or of doubtful fresh- 
ness can only give a bad preserve.” 
The recipe from which this quotation 
ja taken is an exceedingly long one, 
but. the cooking—without sugar—is 
brief, and practically by the cold pack 
method.

AVINIA? Open air opera? Summer time music? Yes, 
indeed. 

But did it ever occur to you that the open air and 

the summer time part of it are by no means apologies 

for the entertainment that is being furnished up on the fforth 
shore, that the organization ranks ag one of the three major | 
opera companies of the United 
United States, one of the not more 
than ten first class operatic estab- 

lishments of the sang It dues. 

Much has m made of the 
physical features of Ravinia, its 
Champagne air, its walks, its trees, 
its flowers and grass, its lovely 
views, Much should be made of 
them. This department, after 
Many years of opera and concert 
going, admits frankly ‘that niusic 
in a country club atmosphere is 
by far.the most agreeable way that 
music can be offered from year’s 
end to year’s end. Nature, well 
groomed, carefully brushed and 
manicured, combines with art there, 
and Ravinia is one of the show 
places not only of Chicago but of 
the entire country. 

But it is much more than an 
ideal enclosure tucked away in the woods. It is an operatic 
organization whose ackievemnents could discount any sur- 
roundings and command the highest respect anywhere. In 
the winter time one has the Civic Opera company Here, and 
the Metropolitan*in New York, as shrines surrounded by the 
glamour that doth adhere to the names of prominent singers. 
In the summer one has Ravinia with the most famous singers 
In the world, a rather ideal répertoire, and an orchestra, the 
Chicago Symphony, that plays operatic scores as well as it 
does symphonies, which means better than any other operatic 
orchestra that has ever appeared here.

It was first learned that they are of an electrical nature, be 
cause they are bent cut of their norma] path if a magnet 
is brought near them. And this fact led to a further dis- 
covery: to one of those sensational estimates which the gen- 
eral public is apt to believe to be founded on the most abd 
struse speculations. The physicist set up a little chemical 
screen for the “ Beta rays” to hit, and he so arranged his 
tube that only a narrow sheaf of the rays poured on to the 
screen. He then drew this sheaf of rays out of its course 
with a magnet, and he accurately measured the shift of the 
luminous spot on the screen where the rays impinged on it. 
But when he knows the exact intensity of his magnetic field 
which he can control as he likes—and the amount of 


‘deviation it causes, and the mass of the moving particles, he 


can tell the speed of the moving particles which he thus di- 
verts. These particles were being hurled out of the atoms 
of radium, or from the negative pole in a vacuum tube, at 
a speed which, in good conditions, reached’ nearly the 


velocity of light, i. e., nearly 186,000 miles a second. 


Their speed has, of course, been confirmed by numbers 
of experiments) and another series of experiments enabled 
physicists to determine the size of the particles. Only one 
of these need be described, to give the reader an idea how 
men of science arrived at their more startling results, 

Fog, as most people know, is thick in our great cities 
because the water vapor gathers on the particles of dust 
and stnoke that are in the atmosphere. This fact was used 
as the basis of some beautiful experiments. Artificial fogs 
were created in little glass tubes, by introducing dust, n 
various proportions, for supersaturated Vapor to gather on. 
In the end it was possible to cause tiny drops of rain, each 
with a particle of dust at its core, to fall upon a silver mirror 
and be counted. It was a method of counting the quite in- 


_ visible particles of dust in the tube; and the method was 


now successfully applied to the new rays. Yet another 
method was to direct a slender stream of the particles upon 
a chemical screen. The screen glowed under the cannonade 
of particles, and a powerful lens resolved the glow into dib- 
tinct sparks, which could be counted. ; 

In short, a series of the most remarkable and beautiful 
experiments, checked in all the great laboratories of the 
world, settled the nature of these so-called rays. They were 
streams of particles more than a thousand ‘times smaller 
than the smallest known atom. The mass of each particle is, 
according to the latest and finest measurements 1-1,845 of 
that of an atom -of hydrogen. The physicist has not been 
able to find any character except electricity in them, anji 
the name electrons has been generally adopted.

The Electron Theory or the New View of Matter. 

HERE is general agreement amongst all chemists, physic- 

ists, and mathematicians upon the conclusions which we 
have so far given. We know that the atoms of matter are 
constantly—either spontaneously or under stimulation—giv- 
ing off electrons, or breaking up into electrons; and they 
therefore contain electrons. Thus we havé now complete 
proof of the independent existence of atoms and also of 
electrons. 

When, however, the man of science tries to tell us how 
electrons compose atoms, he passes from facts to specula- 
tion, and difficult speculation. Take the letter “o” as it is 
printed on this page. In a little bubble of hydrogen gas no 
larger than that letter there are trillions of. atoms; and they

Speaking with an electrical engineer 
recently of distance we obtained last 


summer—during late July and in Au- 
gust—with a super-regenerative hook- 
up brought out that his estimate of the 
hot season of 1923 was “an exception- 
al one for radio.” We believe he is 
wrong; that he, like many in the in- 
dustry, do not give enough credit to 
improvement in transmission. 


“ Reception Gets Better. 


The week just past has been excep- 
tional in a great many ways for this 
time of year—cooler weather than nor- 
mal, less electrical disturbance of eve- 
nings—but we firmly believe, from ex- 
perientes of last summer, when KF, 
KPO, and KGW were heard several 
times on a sigie tube super-regenera- 
tive set, and in hot weather, that it 
would be quite possible to duplicate the 
same feats, and with greater satisfac- 
tion, ‘this year, because of superior 
tranemission conditions. 

Our experience last year was that 
reception conditions, at their worst in- 
late June, improved rapidly, so far as 
distant stations heard was concerned 
{quality not being taken into account] 
gs July came toward a close. 

It was a nightly experience then to 
pick wp practically any of the high- 
power stations of the east, south and 
middle west, with Kansas City rolling 
in loudly with its Night Hawks frolics, 
and the coast call letters readable 
about that time or thereafter. Static, 
of course, was too strong to make the 
far stations worth much from & mus- 
ical standpoint. 

ww Heard Again. 

Decided improvement in conditions 
the past week was first strongly appar- 
ent on last Monady night. Local broad- 
casting of the convention blanketed a 
number of standbys. With KYW si-

Week Proves Consistent. 

Wednesday night showed the week to 
be consistent—-W WJ at 9:25.coming in 
well, despite the errafic spark, and 
with little static, folléwed by WOC. 
After drifting again #0 Detroit's dial- 
ing, found WWJ gone, but brought 
back the convention from KSD sur- 
prisingly free of static, until KYW 
elbowed it out at 9:45. 

Turning to. WOC’c lane, we had to 
cut down amplification again comfort- 
ably to enjoy EB. John Richards’ rendi- 
tion of the sextette from “Lucia” and 
the quartet from “ Rigoletto” played 
on the Palmer organ. 

We have come to regard with more 
or less surprise the tendency of broad- 
casters to curtail afternoon programs 
during the hot season the while night 
schedules, especially late ones, are ad- 
hered to.. Our experience in reception 
has led to the conclusion, theory to 
the contrary netwithistanding, that 
within a 200 mile radius, the average 
Station carries better during’ the ‘hot 
season tham at night—that is, reception 
is clearer. 

Every day for the last two months 
KSD, WWJ and WOC have been tuned 
in for tests. -KSD may be found al- 
most any hour of the day at 20 min- 
utes to the hour, and has been on 
steadily during the Democratic con- 
ventiony Study of the St. Louis sta- 
tion’s- carrier has shown that during 
the day end u.pto sundown it is in- 
variably—with the ¢xception of a few 
local’ storms—free of .static. “Trains 
of static have become more pronounced 
as the night wore on. 

Increases with Night. 

We are not alone in the belief that 
the farther a carrier comeés the more 
extraneous disturbances it picks up. 
Theoretically, atmospherics shouid. dis- 
turb receivers only when «electrical 
conditions locally tend that way.. Aciu- 
ally, a storm between Kansas City. and 
Chicago often will result in strong ‘dis- 
turbance vf the Kansas City carrier, 
while at the same time WLAG, Minne- 
apolis, may come in free of static 
bursts. | i oy : 

Yet possesors of sensitive receivers 
able to go outside in the daytime will 
“tertainly bear out the contention that 
static interference, when it is preva-

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It is not a collection that has 
hitherto slighted. Its praises are 
sung by persons and by various 
publications, but, so it seems to me, 
not yet has justice been done it. In 
the first place, it is one of the clever- 


est criticiems of the genus artist that 
has ever, subtly, been placed before 
the public. 

Artists and literary men, as well as 
musicians, are more or less famous 
for their foibles. What would Oscar 
Wilde be witgoyt the green carnation? 
Tales such as that enshrine the memo- 
ries of our great in our hearts as mere 
facts, such as he carried an umbrella 
in.the rain, would never do. Even 
Washington, without the youthful 
cherry tree, would be in danger of 
losing some of his prestige in our eyes. 
Yet because of that one should not 
carry a good thing tod far. One should 
hesitate before making the carnation 
and the tree the last word in a char- 
acter study of famous men. That very 
thing, however, has been done in this 
collection of portraits. For the most 
part, to make a curious matter more 
curious, the portraits are self-portraits. 
Speak no more of the conceit of genius; 
it is belied in these paintings of paint- 


ers. 
- 


There are in the entire room but 
two direct, dignified, handsome, re- 
| served — one might almost inject 
“human "—portraits. These are of 
the early American painter, G. P. A. 
Healy and of Eastman Johnson, both 
self-portraits; Of these two it may be 
said they were men, profession not 
necessarily stamped on therm. 

The impressive portrait of Joseph 
Pennell by Wayman Adams has much 
to recommend it. Like all of Way- 
man Adaims’ work, it is a pictorial por- 
trait. It is a striking likeness and, 
lacking the Russian hound of the Booth 
Tarkington portrait by him, finds 
recompense in associating Mr. Pennell 
with smoke shrouded summits of com- 
mercial business, among which he 
perches on a tiny black iron camp stool, 
the huge gray palette in his hand 
offering foil and vantage point. to the 
swirling clouds above and about him. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Pennell looks hu- 
man, but he also looks the part of an 
artist. Thet shrewd blue eye piercing 
the distances was never given except 
in view of the calculating inner eye 
for beauty its owner must confess to. 
The pointed beard and slouch hat— 
enumeration is needless — profession 
“artist” is written across those linea- 
ments for all to read.

The combination portrait of Albin 
Polasek and Charles W. Hawthorne is 
unusual though intensely posed and 
photographic.

But see how some French painters 
fare. There is Manet painted by Henri 
Fantin-LaTour, A striking resemblance 
is discernible between this portrait and 
the figure of a golden tongued senator 
the Democrats of Illinois were wont 
to boast. No careless touch of the 
Bohemian world has touched Manet. 
From. silk Lat, down through the list 
of neatly brushed whiskers. vest, 
gloved hand, cane and creaseless trous- 
ers, you behold a fashion plate, cruelly, 
one would intimate, this is a dapper 
dandy, no artist this.

Then again there is the burly, fish- 
erman figure of Claude Monet by Al- 
bert André. Rough clothes, buttoned 
tight to the neck, heavy beard almost 
concealing the red lips from which 
thrusts a flaming cigaret, bright blue 
eyes, quizzical] and jolly, round cheeks 
rosy with healthy living—who under 
the stn would think Monet the artist 
of fairy lily ponds?

His shriveled body 
is tightly clasped in the embrace of a 
great coat and his throat is warmly 
circled by a scarf. On the mantel be- 
hind him roses are blooming pink in 
a vase. Winter and summer—and who 
is there would take him for the crea- 
tor of fiery horses, spurning the red 
clouds of dawn with their swift heels: 
or of infinite variations of fairy 
themes in which the exquisite figures

Sailor, dreamer, 
poet—painter—there Mr. Woodbury, 
you are rightly caught. 

The portrait by Walter Greans of 
James McNeill Whistler is, of course, 
a caricature and a clever one. [tis 
clever, but a sharp reproof to the 
genus artist. Were you like this, say 
we, we would not be like thee! But 
don’t miss it. It fits In too well with 
that huge fund of stories that has 
grown and is growing up about Whist- 
ler and his remarkable personality. 

A funny birdis Lucien Simon. He 
writes himself so in his amusing self- 
portrait, conceited and self-important, 
nonchalent and the man of the world 
in every line, , 

This account leaves but the sculp- 
ture unmentioned and here are seén 
three excellent pieces of work: The 
handsome relief of Jules Bastein-Le 
Page by Augustus Saint-Gaudens and 
the two large busts, one of Haw- 
thorne by Polasek and the other of 
Duveneck by Charles Grafly.
